CHURCH LEADER 
VISITS UPLAND 


Dr, Charles W. Welch, Moder- 
ator, Pays Visit to River- 
side Presbytery

For the first time in its long 
history the First Presbyter‘an 
church of Upland was honcred last 
evening by a visit from the mod- 
erator of the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian church of Amer- 
ica, who this year is Dr. Charles 
W. Welch of Louisville, Ky., who 
is accompanied by Mrs. Welch on 
his official visit to the various 
Presbyteries of the naticn. 

A dinner honoring Dr. and Mrs. 
Welch was served by ladies of the 
ehurch jn the church dining room 
at 6:30 and was attended by 
about 200 persons. Rev. Rex E. 
Lawhead, pastor of the loca? 
church and moderator of Riverside 
Prasbyterty, presided during the 
dinner hour and introduced a num- 
ber of distinguished guests. Rog- 
er Moore, baritone, and Bob Davis, 
tenor, members of the choir of the 
Upland church, delighted the as- 
semblage with solos and responded 
to hearty encores, while Mrs. Mary 
McDonald, member of the Red- 
lands Presbyterian church. also 
charmed all by singing a contralto 
solo. Mrs, Earl H. Johnsen ac- 
companied at the piano. 

AUDIENCE LARGE 


Following the dinner a = 
{ 


audience gathered in the vanctu- 
ary of the church to hear Dr. 
Welch deliver a sermon. As was 
true at the Ginner, the large audi- 
ence was composed to a great ex- 
tent of pastors and officials of the 
various churches of Riverside 
Presbytery and members of 
churches composing the Presby- 
tery. 

Upon seeing and hearing Dr. 
Welch—and learning of his pas- 
torates and activities in the de- 
nomination—one is not surprised 
that he has been honored by be- 
ing chosen for the highest office 
in that church in the nation. Dr. 
Welch has a personality that fas- 
cinates and delivers a serm2n that 
holds the intense interest of his 
audience. A large part of his ser- 
mon last night wag an indictinent 
of church members, pastors and 


church officials in general. The 
noted leader charged that while 
not many deny their religion in 


words, they do so by their actions. 
They are not living up to the obli- 
gations they took when they be- 
came members of the church— 
ahd the church would be better oft 
without some of the professed 
Christians who are on its rolls. 
At the same time he paid tribute 
to those who are Christians in the 
true sense. 

Dr. Welch’s sermon was charac- 
terized by dramatic appeal and 
humor—and the story of his con. 
verion during a Methodist revival 
was most appealing. 

The Presbyterian denomination 
of which Dr. Welch is the chiet 
presiding officer has a membership 
of about 2,000,000 and he spoke of 
the proposed union of that denom- 
ination and the Episcopal church, 
at the same time expressing the 
hope that he would see the time 
when all denominations would be 
united in one. 

HAS MANY DEGREES 

Dr. Welch is pastor of the 
Fourth Avenue Presbyterian 
church of Louisville, Ky., and in a}

ical seminary and of the Presby- 
terian Theological seminary, Chi- 
cago. He holds the degree of doc- 
tor of theology, received from the 
Southern Baptist Theological sem- 
inary, and honorary degrees vag 
doctor of divinity from Cumber: 
land university, Lebanon, Tenn.; 
doctor of literature, Southwestern 
college, and doctor of laws, Centre 
college, Danville, Ky. 

Through the courtesy of Rev. 
Rex E. Lawhead, moderator of 
Riverside Presbytery and pastor 
of the Upland church, Dr. Robert 
C. Stone, pastor emeritus of the 
local chturch, presided at the meet- 
ing at wiich Dr. Welch spoke.

Edwin Shook, Ontario, Thrown 
Against Pole in Impact 
At U. P. Crossing 








Edwin ®. Shook, 77 year old 
Ontario resident, was killed this 
mecrning in a train-automcbile ac- 
cident at the Vine street crossing 
of the Union Pacific in Ontario. 
He was traveling north, the pas-/ 
songer train No. 14 was eastbound. 
Front of the locomotive is report- 
ed by police to have struck the au- 
tomobile, throwing it with terrific 
force against a telephone pole 
about 30 feet from the crossing. 

The pole struck the car at the 
driver's seat and attendants re- 
ported this impact apparently 
caused Mr. Shook’s sudden death. 
. While Ontario police at noon to- 
day had only meager reports cn 
details of the circumstances, it is 
reported that Mr. Shook aparent- 
ly failed to see the train approach- 
ing and started across the tracks. 

The train was nearing the On- 
tario station and it was not travel- 
ing fast, according to officials.

At the carliest available date 
Major Theodore Wyman of the U. 
S. army engineering corps will be 
invited to Upland to give a report 
on what is propesed relative to 


the flocd control project, C. E. 
Grier, chairman of the county 
board of supervisors, said today. 


He will also be questioned as to 
why alternate plans might not be 
accepted. 

The county’s board of advisory 
engineers has recommended the 
placing of the retention dam on 4 
site near Fcothill boulevard across 
the San Antonio canyon wash 
rather than near tie mouth of the 
canyon. 

CONSERVATION PROJECT 


The supervisors have not acted 
on the engineers’ recommenda- 
tions, Mr. Grier said, indicating 
that the officials want to cooper- 
ate with the army engineers in 
seeking to work out a water con- 
servation program as well as a 
flood control project. 

“Congressman (Sheppard has 
said publicly on several occasions 
that our board will have an oppor- 
tunity to inspect the proposed 
plans before they are accepted,” 
Mr. Grier explained. “We are 
counting on that being done. It 
may be possible, however, for the 
project to be started without us 
having a chance to check the 


plans. 
OPPOSITION INDICATED 

Any effort in this district toget 
the dam placed below mouth of 
the canyon will be opposed by Po- 
mona interests, Fred C. Froehde, 
Pomona city engineer, has declar- 
ed. 

Placing the dam near Foothill 
boulevard would necessitate con- 
struction of protective dikes on 
the east and west ‘side of the can- 
yon to control flood waters and to 
protect property south of the 
boulevard.

Shaw Says War Too Ghastly to Risk 

There is not the least chance of a world war happening in 
the near future. That is the firm belief of George sernard 
Shaw, distinguished dramatist and author, revealed in an in- 
ferview with his friend W. R. Titterton for the eurrent Rotar- 


jan magazine. If there were, it 
tember, 1938, when there was more infammatory talk and even 


feeling than there ever was from the Agadir incident to the 
bombardment of Liege 

“What would happen first in aoworld war?’’ asks Shaw. 
“The airplanes of A. B.C. and D would bomb the cities of E. 
F, G and H so effectively that the white flae would be hoisted 
at approximately the same time in the several capitals, and 
abject pleas for peace would cross each other in the air.’”’ 

The tragic nastiness of this latest development of warfare 
is that the attack of the civilian population is absurdly easy, he 
points out. Because adequate defense is impossible, the danger 
to civilians of wholesale extinction is greater than ever before. 
Governments of the civilized countries—those well equipped 
with the latest means of destruction—are well aware of. this 
fact. 

“T think that man is on trial,’’ declares Shaw. ‘‘It we are 
proved definitely to be a mistake, we shall be serapped, and 
God will use some other creatures a trifle less stupid to carry 
on His purpose. Our opportunities have been great, our stu- 
pidities have been monstrous. And, no doubt, war is one of the 
greatest of these. 


“But don’t delude yourself with the notion that when na- 
tions are at peace with each other they are at peace with them- 


selves, or that slums and unemployment and inhuman work- 
ing conditions and sweating wages are far more admirable 
than the miserable squalor of war,’’ he continues. “As long 
as pugnacity is considered to be a virtue you will have inter- 
national war, and you will have all the blessings of peace I have 


enumerated. I see no signs that, however great a mistake man 
may be, he is likely to be superseded in the lifetimes of our 


present national leaders. God works on a big canvas and we 
are only an inch or so away from the Siege of Troy. 

“In a war everybody loses, but formerly it was possible for 
one side to think—for a year or two—that it had won,’’ eon- 
cludes Shaw. ‘‘The single redeeming feature of the next world 
war, when it happens, is that this will not be possible. In re- 
flecting upon that. perhaps you may find some particle of hope.’’

Where Money Comes From—and Goes 


Recently the New York Sun illustrated, by the use of two 
circles, where the government’s dollar comes from and where 


it goes. 

Referring to the former, it was shown that 44 cents comes 
from borrowed money, security for which is revenue to come 
from taxes to be collected some time in the future; 22 cents

comes from income tax, 11 cents from liquor and tobaceo, 7 
cents from customs, estate, gift, capital and steck taxes. Six 
cents comes from excise taxes—ineluding social security; 5 
eents from internal revenue and 5 cents from other miscellan- 
eous sources, 

And where does this government dollar go? Perhaps it will 
surprise you to learn that 24 cents—nearly one-fourth—is spent 
for recovery and relief; 17 cents goes to pay interest on debt 
and revclving funds, ete. Fifteen cents is spent on executive, 
legislative and judicial departments; 13 eents goes for social 
security, trust transfers and (. C. C.; national defense takes 
12 cents of the dollar; 8 cents is spent on the farm program, 6 
cents for veterans and 5 cents goes for miscellaneous expendi- 
tures, 

As all of us should know, the government does not ereate 
wealth—and the only way it ean get money is by taxation. 
Thus every cent of the vast sums of money expended by the 
federal government has been the people’s money. And we all 
contribute—as all should—toward the upkeep of the nation. 
Some do not contribute much—and naturally those who have 
the most pay the most taxes as a rule. However, a very large 
per cent of the taxes we pay are the so-called painless taxes— 
they are hidden in the eost of the articles we buy—and they 
amount to much more than most of us realize.
